SALAMANCA, Spain, June 20. 
()—Harold Dahl, American avia- 
tor who was sentenced to death 
by the Nationalists after his cap- 
ture two years ago but won a com- 
mutation of sentence from Gen- 
eralissimo Franco, has asked the 
United States embassy to effect 
his release. 

He is in Salamanca provincial 
hospital where he is being held 
prisoner. 

Interviewed by Earl Craim, 
third secretary of the embassy, 
Dahl said, “I have no complaint 
about my treatment here. On the 
contrary I have been well treated, 
but I am tired and would like to 
leave Salamanca as soon as pos- 
sible.”

Fourth ot Nation’s Voters Believe 
They Pay No Taxes, Poll Shows 


Tax Consciousness Particularly Low Among Those Earn: 
ing Less Than $20 Weekly, Though They Pay $100 
Annually; Indirect Levies Blamed.

NEW YORK, June 20.—The 
campaign of taxpayers’ associa- 
tions and consumer groups to 
make the public conscious of taxes 
still has considerable distance to 
cover in achieving its goal, judg- 
ing by the results of a national 
study on the tax consciousness of 
American voters. 

The survey, conducted by the 
American Institute of Public 
Opinion, questioned a cross-sec- 
tion of the voting population in

all walks of life, asking each in- 
dividual whether he or she paid 
any taxes of any kind. 
' Although virtually everyone in 
the nation actually pays taxes in 
some form, either direct or indi- 
rect, nevertheless the survey 
found that one-quarter of the 


adult voters do not think they are 
taxpayers. The actual vote is: 


Do you happen to pay any taxes? 
Yes 75% 


No 25 

Most of the persons who are not 
conscious of paying any taxes are 
in the lower income level—the 
group earning less than $20 a 
week. Yet recent studies show 
that persons earning $20 a week 
actually pay taxes of more than 
$100 a year. 

The fact that a quarter of the 
nation’s voters think they pay no 
taxes may help to explain the en- 
thusiasm for government spend- 
ing which many Institute studies 
have found in the lower income 
levels,

Most of the taxes 
they pay are “hidden taxes’—a 
form of levy which Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau thinks 
congress should take steps to eli- 
minate in favor of more direct 
taxation. 
Democrats Less Conscious. 

The study found that, in general, 
Democrats are less conscious of 
taxes than Republicans are, and 
that persons living in small towns 
are more conscious of individual 
tax bills than persons living in 
cities or on farms. 

An interesting contrast is also 
shown in the political attitude of 
persons who say they are taxpay- 
ers and those who say they are not. 
- Voters who look upon them- 
selves as taxpayers are for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by a small ma- 
jority, whereas those who say they 
pay no taxes approve overwhelm-

Zach Arnold, former executive secretary to 
Governor Rivers and now state auditor and 
vice chairman of the Georgia Democratic 
Executive Committee, on Monday night called 
for an uninstructed Georgia delegation to the 
Democratic National Convention in 1940. Mr. 
Arnold was speaking before the women’s di- 
vision of the State Democratic Party, at the 
“Donkey Day” victory dinner. 

Such a proposal, at this time, is repugnant 
to the theory of democratic practices as under- 
stood in Georgia. The Democratic party has 
never been willing to delegate the authority 
which reposes, primarily, in the rank and file of 
its membership,‘to any select group, hand- 
picked or otherwise. 


It is impossible, so far ahead of the conven- 
tion, to know how many good Democrats will 
be candidates for the presidential nomination. 
That there will be more than one, however, is 
clearly indicated, even at this time. 


If there should be two or more candidates 
for the nomination, the Democratic voters of 
Georgia have a fundamental right to express 
their choice, through their ballots. This is a 
right that no one, no matter how well inten- 
tioned, should attempt to take from them. 

Should the demand arise for a presidential 
primary in this state, should the Democrats of 
Georgia desire to express their preference be- 
tween two or more candidates, it is the duty of 
the State Democratic Executive Committee to 
set a date for such a primary, to determine the 
entrance fee and promulgate other rules for 
Its conduct. 

However, the lines have not yet been drawn 
with sufficient definiteness as to candidacies 
to make primary plans or to discuss the delega- 
tion. Until the situation develops to the point 
where candidates are definite and recognized, 
it is premature to discuss what kind of a dele- 
gation shall be sent to the convention, whether 
~\t shall be uninstructed, or whether it shall be 
conclusively instructed, through the votes of 
Georgia democracy as a whole, in behalf of 
pne candidate. 

Certainly, the rank and file of Georgia Dem- 
ocrats will not approve, at this time, any pre- 
liminary maneuvers with the objective of com- 
mitting the state to a hand-picked, or otherwise 
designated, uninstructed delegation. 

Democrats true to the name will answer such 
a suggestion with the advice to wait and see 
what future events may bring.

The Jew in America 

It is estimated there are from 100 to 150 
organizations in the United States today which 
are trying to make anti-Semitism their stock in 
trade. For financial profit, for personal ag- 
grandizement or, in some cases, for purely fa- 
natical fantasy, these groups are attempting to 
foster and foment race hatred among the Amer- 
ican people. 

Fortunately all of these un-American groups 
are small. Their influence extends only among 
the ignorant or mentally unbalanced and, even 
in this classification, they have had but small 
success. The vast majority of Americans are 
too well versed in the basic principles of Amer- 
icanism to become easy victims for such vicious 
absurdity. 


There is always a reluctance to refer to the 


activities of these enemies to all that is Amer- 
ican, both because their activities should be 
beneath notice of intelligent people and because 
there is always the possibility their cause may 
be aided, among the unthinking, by any refer- 
ence thereto. 

Nevertheless it should be interesting, in view 
of the false rumors and undercover propaganda 
disseminated, to give a few facts about the Jews 
in America and their part in the national life. 

Latest authentic figures place the Jewish 
population in this country at 4,500,000, or 3.46 
per cent. 

In none of the professions do the Jews domi- 
nate. The percentage of Jewish practitioners 
of law, medicine, etc., for the entire country is 
about 17 per cent. 

In only two lines of business are the Jews 
predominant. That is in the garment trades 
and in the producing end of the motion picture 
industry. They control about 50 per cent of 
legitimate theater activities in New York. 

Jewish control is not present in banking. 
In New York city, with a larger Jewish popula- 
tion than any other center of the country, only 
one bank of any size is controlled by Jews. 

In only four instances are newspapers of 
importance operated by Jews. 

Retail trade, in the clothing lines, is largely 
Jewish owned, in so far as the smaller specialty 
shops are concerned, but the majority of the 
department stores of the country are not Jewish. 

Neither of the two largest mail order houses 
in the country is in the control of Jews, nor 
do Jews own, control or operate the great chain 
grocery or food stores, or the chains of “five 
and tens.” 

Attempts have been made to link the words 
“Communist” and “Jew” as practically synony- 
mous. It is estimated there are 85,000 members 
of the Communist party in the entire United 
States. Of these only 17 per cent are Jewish. 

It is perhaps unfortunate that the city of 
New York holds such a predominant place in 
the national scene. New York has a population 
of which about one-third is Jewish. Observers, 
commentators, writers of New York are un- 
avoidably apt to interpret their immediate scene 
as typical of the country asa whole. Yet, even 
in New York, the Jews do not have more than 
a fair proportion of representation in public 
office, in the professions or in business viewed 
as a whole. 

It should always be remembered, too, that 
Jews, just like other citizens, are by no means 
a unit in their opinions on politics, on econom- 
ics, on any issue pertaining to the life of man. 
They are as diverse in their views as are all 
other American citizens. 

And, even were they a urfit and even were 
that unit inimical to the best interests of Amer- 
ica—as propagators of anti-Semitism for a price 
would have us believe—there would hardly be 
cause for alarm in a mere three and one-half 
per cent of the population. 

Neither is there grounds for fear of the fu- 
ture. The Jewish birthrate is approximately 
the same as the Gentile and Jewish immigra- 
tion has not been disproportionate to the total.

EITHER HULL OR WALLACE

THE BUSINESS PICTURE (WASHINGTON, June 20.—If you 
want the reason for. the Presi- 


dent’s sudden interest in new, “self-liquidating” spending, you need 
only glance at the business picture. And then recall the warning 
which Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. and Under- 
secretary John W. Hanes used to whisper at the White House when 
they were still hopefully pleading for business confidence. It took 
the form of a simple, if grim, question: 

“How can you take your party into a presidential election with 
10,000,000 unemployed?” | 

The truth is that, while businéss prospects have improved, the 
‘national economy continues to limp along on a couple of cylinders. 
Taking as the standard the last moment when the country felt rea- 
sonably comfortable—the. brief New Deal good times of 1936-37— 
industrial production in April was only 76 per cent of normal. It 
was the same in May. Although it is rising perceptibly now, a poll 
of government 8 a ee reveals surprising unanimity in the pre- 
diction that 83 per cén 
year. Politically and economically, that is decidedly depressing. 

It means, specifically, that the year’s end is unlikely to bring 
any substantial decrease in the number of unemployed; that busi- 
nessmen will sense no promise of prosperity in the air; and, most 
important of all, that the man in the street will still feel insecure. 
The New Dealers around the President have been prophesying such 
a future and pleading for more spending (their general panacea) 
for some time. The President’s eventual conversion could always 
be foreseen, as it was foreseen in this space, so long as business did 
not really pick up. Confronted with bad business, his final im- 
pulse is always to spend a little more. 


FEARING WORSE The improvement this month appears to be 
due to removal of the hampering factors 


noted by economists early in the spring. The coal strike has been 
settled. Railroad equipment buying is no longer entirely at a stand- 
still. The fear of an explosion in Europe is temporarily diminished. 
Meanwhile, residential building continues to improve, and other 
bright spots in the business picture have not yet been darkened. 
But even administration conservatives do not hope for real pros- 
perity from the present improvement, as is testified to by Secretary 
Morgenthau’s approval of the proposed “self-liquidating” spending. 
Morgenthau and his lonely little band of frustrated budget-balancers 
are incurable optimists as to business prospects. Except for meas- 
ures which they consider confidence-producing, they tend to defer 
any sort of stimulative governmental action, on the theory that 
“prosperity is just around the corner.” They have to cling to that 
argument, for the stimulative action suggested is invariably more 
of the spending which they fear. 
_ Thus, Morgenthau’s participation in the new spending program 
Is exceedingly significant. His approval was readily given at a 
meeting last Wednesday of the so-called monetary policy commit- 
tee, which was attended by Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of the 
Federal Reserve Board; Budget Director Harold Smith, Comptroller 
of the Currency Preston Delano, and one or two others. Undoubt- 
edly, Morgenthau assented so cheerfully to “self-liquidating” spend- 
ing in the fear that, if he held out now, he would have to take some- 


thing worse later on. ‘ 


OLD, OLD STORY. In itself the self-liquidating spending pro- 

gram is a good illustration of the rather 
haphazard methods of New Deal policy-making. The President and 
his henchmen are emphasizing the “self-liquidating”’ feature be- 
cause even the New Dealers were convinced this winter that, first, 
outright pump-priming had lost its popularity in the country, and 
that, second, a straight pump-priming program could not be got 
through congress. Thus, from the New Dealers’ point of view, al- 
though they have been pushing it for months, the program is dis- 
tinctly a second best. 

The program is understood to consist of a scheme for govern- 
ment loans for railroad equipment buying, which has been lying 
around at the Reserve Board for a couple of years; a scheme to 
use a Hoover period RFC authorization to lend to municipalities for 
such toll projects as tunnels, subways and bridges; a scheme for in- 
creased PWA participation in the same type of projects, and schemes 
for additional rural electrification, farm tenancy and rural rehabili- 
tation lending. In fact, this big “program” now being disclosed with 
such hullabaloo is only a job-lot of old ideas, picked up here and 
there, and presented all together in an impressive way. 

There is talk of a presidential message to congress, to give added 
impressiveness, although it is still doubtful whether action will be 
demanded of this session of congress. Since the budget is likely to 
reach nearly $11,000,000,000 this year in any case, the additional 
spending will hardly be more than a drop in the bucket. The most 
interesting thing about it is the way its story repeats a well-worn

“THE WAY OF LIFE’ In the opening debate, which dealt with

Americans apart from foreign fanaticisms and sometimes leaves us 
at odds with one another. ... As a matter of fact, this distinction 
between life and law is set up by our Constitution itself. After 
setting up governmental machinery for the manufacture of law, the 
construing of law, the execution of law, our fathers turned around 
and said, as it were, in the bill of rights: ‘But most of life is to be 
exempted from the reign of law.’ They exempted first, what law 
cannot cover if it would—thoughts and feelings; and then they 
exempted what law should not cover if it could—speech, assembly, 
family privacy, religious worship, etc. In this guaranteed oasis of 
freedom from law, what is the faith by which we Americans live, 
— peel common characteristics arising from our practice of 

at faith?” 


“PURSUIT—NOT THE RIGHT” The-debates grow warmer, 
although always friendly. 


Senator Taft opens with the Declaration of Independence, saying: 

“The Declaration of Independence declared that all men are 
endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable rights, and that 
among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. It is 
somewhat significant that the right endowed is not one of happi- 
ness but merely one of pursuit. 

“The whole history of America reveals a system based on in- 
dividual opportunity, individual initiative, individual freedom to 
earn one’s living in one’s own way, and to conduct manufacture, 
commerce, agriculture, or other businéss; on rugged individualism, 
if you please, which it has become so fashionable to deride.” 

... “But even today, while social security may be a desirable 
adjunct, it is no American ideal. ... The greater rewards must still 
be for industry, for intelligence, for ability. The burden of se- 
curity for those who cannot work must not be so heavy. as to de- 
‘stroy or seriously reduce opportunity for those who can work.” 

He finds “‘no system is perfect” and that a condition of poverty 
“does interfere with opportunity.” And that the “government must, 
and has undertaken, to relieve this condition.” 

This is but the start’ I recommend them. And at the end of 
the debates I emerge on the side of T. V. Smith, “an ignorant man 
and a politician and a philosopher.” :

we can then apply special tariffs in an endeavor 
to prevent their gain injuring our producers. But 
either of these developments would stifle normal 
economic processes.

He was commissioned in the field in 1916; saw three years 
of service in France before returning to Canada assigned to in- 
struction work. 


Captain Lewis returned to Canada with a flock of 
decorations for valorious and distinguished conduct on 
the field of battle. 

He was decorated with the Mons star, the British 
decoration for distinguished conduct, the allied ribbon 
and medal and the British and colonial medal. 

Captain Lewis is a past commander of Knights Templar, 
Lodge No. 51, Michigan.
